. 2, Pursuant to our request of 10 October 1945, source had undertaken to 
investigate SCHHANICKE* s activities, availing himself of the services of mb- 
s entree i a former Abwehr- employee , who has in the meanwhile been captured by the 
NKvp, Some of the information contained in this report ie, therefore, dated* 
XfTriew of the fact that it has now been established beyond per adventure that 
SCHHANICKE is in the employ of the NKVD, it was thought advisable to extract 
such information from our files as may have a direct bearing upon our assessment 
of SCHHANICKE as a potential threat to U.S. security. 

3, SCHHANICKE came to the Abwehr approximately in the middle of 1942, when 
he was assigned to the AST Berlin as Hilfsof filler. He remained with the Abwehr, 
working in the counter-intelligence branch, until around February 1945. 

4* On 0 October 1945, source learned that sub-source had met SCHWANICKB some 
t ime ago in a barber shop in the east of BERLIN (Neanders trass el which sub-source 
knew to be owned by SCHHANICKE' s father-in-law, SCHHANICKE told him that he had 
been apprenticed to his father-in-law. Several weeks later, beginning October 
1945, sub-source celled again. This time SCHHANICKE was not present; a barber- 
shop AAplcyee disclaimed ever having heard the name, itiich led sub-source to be- 
lieve that be had been arrested by the NKVD; as it turned out an unfounded belief* 

5. On 7 October 1945 source was told by Abwehr Major BRAUN that he had re- 
ceived a visit from SCHHANICKE some time ago. BRAUN, too, surmised that 
SCHHANICKE had been arrested, 

6. On 7 October 1*46 sub- source spoke to the wife of one Major BLANK, a 
former Abwehr officer, who mentioned that shortly after her husband's arrest she 
had received a visit from a young man answering the description of SCHHANICKE. 

The visitor conveyed greetings from Major BLANK whom he claimed to have met in a 
Soviet prison; he told Frau BLANK that he had been discharged from prison* On 
22 September 1945 the visitor called a second time, this time in the company of 
his wife. 



* v *y 7. On 10 October 1945 sub-source had a talk with SCHHANICKE* s father-in-law, 
- Herr SCHOBNBORN, and learned that contrary to rumor SCHHANICKE was not under 

arrest. According to SCHOBNBORN he had been arrested by the Soviets as a former 
Any officer and been released after 11 weeks imprisonment on the score of ill 
health (after-effects of head Injury). 
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At the time source surmised that SCHWAN ICKB most likely concealed 
his Abwehr status from the Soviets* whereas ABlft coamented (12 October 1945) : 
"Does this make it appear that SCHWANICKB is a double of Russians?" 

X' 8. On 22 October sub-source wrote to source that he had dropped by to 

see SCHWANICKB. The latter was out and he spoke to his wife instead* who told 
him among other things that SCHWANICKB had been detained in WBIS SENSES together 
with Major HUNK. She also mentioned that her husband was very anxious to meet 
source (a former Abwehr officer)* and that he would like to know source's ad- 
t dress . 



9. SCHWANICKB is between 22 and 23 years old* Height ; Approximately l*SO 
meter* loathful appearance* Oral- shaped face. Color of hair: Brownish/blond* 
combed back* 





ASP COMMENT: 



1* Sarcy, who confirmed ABlS's suspicion that SCHWANICKB might be working 
for the NKVD* tells us (Info* Date: 1? Feb. 1946}* that SCHWANICKB originally 
worked far Captain SKURxN (See Special Report No. il) . 

2* When SKURIN w A s transferred from the NKVD section of the Weis senses Kon- 
mandatur to the Z entr alkonmandatur in Luise nstraSse * SCHWANICKB wee r etai ned 
by Weiss easee and it most be presumed that he is now being run by an NKVD offi- 
cer other Than SKURIN. 

3* Sgvoyvisited SCHUANICKE on 20 February 1946 in the barbery-shop and 
asked him to drop by at his office when he can spare the time. 

4* Por the time being Savoy and SCHWANICKB ding to the pretense of not 
knowing that they both wcrk for the NKVD* What makes it more than likely that 
SCHWANICKB is aware of Savoy 1 s NKVD affiliations* is the circumstance that his 
cover-story happens to be the same as Savoy's*, who also claims to have been re- 
leased from prison for reasons of bad health.
